CUTS OUT JOB FOR WILSON 

Spectator Predicts Uncle Sara 
Will Retain Philippines and 
Counsels president to put end to 
Lynchings. 

LONDbN, March 8.—The Spec¬ 
tator, discussing in an editorial to¬ 
day the administration of Pres. Wil¬ 
son,.predicts that the United States 
government under the democratic 
regime will not withdraw from its 
control of the Philippines. The 
newspaper declares that the exis¬ 
tence of the Panama Canal, the 
safety of which, it says, depends 
upon the maintenance of peace 
in the excitable little republics 
in its neighborhood, reveals the 
hollowness of the pretense that 
the United States government has 
no need to influence the affairs of 
other countries.' 

The Spectator finds Mr. Wilson's 
greatest opportunities to enforce his 
ideals lie in his adopting a bold and 
unequivocal interpretation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and in 
putting an end to lynching. It 
suggests that Mr. Wilson send a 
message to the Senate declaring 
that no question of financial ad¬ 
vantage to the United States is to 
be compared with the vital neces¬ 
sity that the republic's good faith 
should be above.suspicion. Regarc- 
ing lynching, the Spectator says: 

“A man of high political courage 
in the chief magistracy should stop 


lynching if America is to retain its 
title as a civilized country, and 
passionately do we who love her, 
desire that she should retain it. 
She must put down Iynghing. 
We do not say to marry them (the 
Negroes) or to ask them to dinner, 
or even to sit in the same cars with 
them. What we do say is, stop 
burning them alive.” 


“OUR DUTY TO CLEANSE AND 
RESTORE,” DECLARES 
WILSON 


Following are phrases and sen¬ 
tences from President Wilson's in¬ 
augural address: 

We have squandered a great 
part of what we might have used 
and have not stopped to conserve 
the exceeding bounty of nature. 

The great government we loved 
has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes 
and those who used it had forgotten 
the people. 

Our duty is to cleanse, to re¬ 
consider, to restore, to correct the 
evil without impairing the good. 

We must alter the tariff, the 
banking and currency system, the 
industrial system, give business 
efficiency to agriculture, utilize all 
natural resources. 

We have studied, as perhaps no 
other nation has, the most effec¬ 
tive means of production, but not 
cost or economy. 

Justice to our people demands 
sanitary laws, pure food laws and 
laws determining conditions of 
labor. 

It is inconceivable that we should 
do this as partisans. We shall 
restore, not destroy. 

We shall make our economic 


system step by step what it should 
be. 


JUSTICE FOR ALL HIS MOTTO 

President Wilson’s Inaugural in 
part as follows: 

“Nor have we studied and per¬ 
fected the means by which govern¬ 
ment may be put at the service of 
humanity, in safeguarding the 
health of the nation, the health of 
its men and its women and its 
children, as well as their rights in 
the struggle for existence. This 
is no sentimental duty. The firm 
basis of government is justice, not 
pity. These are matters of jus¬ 
tice. There can be no equality or 
opportunity, the first essential of 
justice in the body politic, if men 
and women and children be not 
shielded in their lives, their very 
vitality, from the consequences of 
great industrial and social pro¬ 
cesses which they cannot alter, 
control or singly cope with. 

“Society must see to it that it 
does not itself crush or weaken or 
damage its own constituent parts. 
The first duty of law is to keep 
sound the society it serves. Sani¬ 
tary laws, pure food laws and laws 
determining conditions of labor 
which individuals are powerless to 
determine for themselves are in¬ 
timate parts of the very business of 
justice and legal efficiency. 

“These are some of the things 
we ought to do, and not leave the 
others undone, the old-fashioned, 
never-to-be-neglected, fundamental 
safeguarding of property and of 
individual right. This is the high 
enterprise of the new day: to lift 
everything that concerns our : life 
as a nation to the light that shines 
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from the hearthfire of every man’s 
conscience and vision of the right. 
It is inconceivable that we should 
do this as partisans; it is incon¬ 
ceivable we should do it in ignor¬ 
ance of the facts as they are or 
in blind haste. We shall restore, 
not destroy. We shall deal with 
our economic system as it is and 
as it may be modified, not as it 
might be if we had a clean sheet 
of paper to write upon;^ and step 
by step we shall make it what it 
should be, in the spirit of those 
who question their own wisdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, 
not shallow self-satisfaction or the 
excitement of excursions whither 
they cannot tell. Justice, and only 
justice, shall always be our motto. 

THE ACT OF SAVAGES. WHITE 
HOODLUMS ATTACKED THE 
HOMES OF NEGROES WITH 
IMPUNITY. 


The attempt of white hood¬ 
lums to drive Miss Susie Anderson 
and her aged mother from their 
home in the Hollywood residence 
district, is a disgrace not only to 
the citizens of that neighborhood 
but to this city as well. The bom¬ 
bardment of the Anderson home 
with stones, dead animals, and the 
smashing of bottles filled with 
unmentionable filth against the 
handsomely painted walls was the 
act of savages. And the pity of 
it all, these outrages perpetrated, 
as they were upon the lone respect¬ 
able women, has called forth no 
word of condemnation from the 
respectable white residents. 

Miss Anderson’s only crime is 
that she is a Negro, and dared with 
her “hard earned money to buy a 
home for her aged mother in a 
so-called high-toned district. Then, 
to add insult to injury, the Ander¬ 
son home is said to be one of the 
nicest in the neighborhood—nicer 
than many occupied by the neigh¬ 
boring whites. 

The white people of that section 
boast of their inteeligence and 
culture, they have schools and 
churches which they attend and 
seem to think themselves reli¬ 
gious. 


That acts of vandalism of this 
kind are tolerated, go unpunished 
in this city simply because the 
victims are Negroes, is a disgrace¬ 
ful reflection upon both the city 
administration and police depart¬ 
ment. Reverse this outrage and 
see what would happen. 

Contrast the Good Govern¬ 
ment administration with that of 
ex-mayor Harper in dealing with 
a similar situation. The white 
Christians of Edendale, another 
suburb that boasted of its Christian 
culture, decided that a respectable 
Negro who had bought a home 
there should not occupy it. When 
the matter was bought to the 
notice of the mayor he notified 
those good people that lawlessness 
would not be tolerated. And, 
that the Negro should have peace¬ 
able possession of his premises 
if it required the whole police 
department. But Mayor Harper, 
who thought that Christians should 
live up to their profession, was 
a sinner. 


A FRIEND OF NEGROES 


Booker Washington Declares 
That Next President is One of 
Best Friends of Colored Race. 


NASHVILLE (TEnn.) March 
1.—Booker T. Washington, the 
Negro educator, discussed the at- 
ritude of President-elect Wilson 
to the Negro. He said. 

“Mr. Wilson is in favor of the 
things which tend toward the up¬ 
lift, improvement and advance¬ 
ment of my people and at his hands 
we have nothing to fear. My 
belief is that the next President of 
the United States is one of the best 
friends of Negro education that 
has ever occupied the Presidential 
chair.” 

Dr. Washington is on the way to 
the State of Washington where he 
will make a speaking tour. 


A LABOR MAN IN THE CABINET 


The tendering of the labor port¬ 
folio to Mr. William B. Wilson, 
a member of organized labor, is 
an act of justice on the part of the 
president. 

It shows that as far as the Presi¬ 
dent can secure it, each interest 
shall have a personal representa¬ 
tive. 

This is the first time that the 
toiling millions have beien con¬ 
sidered in cabinet making. Such 
consideration was heretofore re¬ 
garded as a matter that concerned 
only the exploiters of the toilers. 
Coming up from among the toilers, 
Secretary Wilson is a representa¬ 
tive of every man, woman and child 
who labors. In view of the fact 
that those who have made, and are 
making millions exploiting labor, 
know neither race or color in their 
blind chase for dollars, the breach 
between white and colored working 
men will have to be closed up. 

The great body of Negroes are 
laborers; this being true, every law 
enacted for the protection of white 
labor will benefit the Negroes. 
The law that shortens the white 
man’s hours of labor will also short¬ 
en those of the Negro. Increase 
the white man’s pay and the Negro 
laborer doing the same class of 
work will have his pay increased. 

Through Sec. Wilson the interest 
of all labor will be looked after. 

A new day has dawned. 


A Strong Cabinet. 

The cabinet headed by Col. W. 
J. Bryan is composed of strong 
progressive men. They are all men 
of experience in public affairs whose 
aid the president will need in 
settling the many difficult problems 
left over by the Taft adminis¬ 
tration. Buchanan is the only 
president that surpassed Taft in 
leaving trouble for his successor.

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PRESIDENT WILSON'S INAU¬ 
GURAL ADDRESS 


The inaugural address of Presi¬ 
dent Wilson is a statesman like 
document and commends him to 
all who place human welfare above 
money getting. His position, that 
the mission of the government is 
the dispensing of justice, 
wall not meet the approval of the 
few who have piled up millions by 
exploiting labor, but it is the rock 
upon which the government will 
have to build its foundation, if it 
is to premanently exist. Presi¬ 
dent Wilson does not regard his 
election as a democratic victory 
but a great movement of the 
people in search of relief from in¬ 
tolerable conditions that have 
grown up in the past sixteen years 
of republican rule. The condition 
of the negroes grew so intolerable 
under President Taft that some¬ 
thing like 600,000 negro voters 
cast their ballots for Wilson know¬ 
ing that, if conditions did not 
improve they could not grow worse. 
Believing that many of the Negroes 
political woes were due to their 
blind partisanship, we have fought 
for a division of that vote for six¬ 
teen years. That is now an ac¬ 
complished fact. The solid negro 
vote is a thing of the past. If the 
democratic party fails in its duty 
to the negro voters they will not 
return to the republican party; 
there is no hope there. The 
president's inaugural address is a 
splendid document and his appeal 
for justice will find echo in the 
hearts of ten million negroes whose 
hard lot is a blot on the nation's 
history.

And if wrong or injustice 
has been done, even to the humblest 
republic, let this people be brave 
enough and sufficiently honest to 
make reparation. The real great¬ 
ness of this republic rests upon its 
unsullied honor and it is the duty 
of this body to search down rumors 
of bad faith and dishonesty and 
rectify wrong wherever wrong is 
discovered. 

“Here in this most sacred spot 
where war has been made anrl 
peace declared, here in the pres¬ 
ence of the distinguished repre¬ 
sentatives of the governments of 
the civilized world, here, within 
the hearing of the beauty, culture 
and ripened statecraft of his own 
land, may one humble American 
express the hope before he enters 
upon a four years' silence that all 
our diplomacy may spell peace with 
all peoples, justice for all govern¬ 
ments and righteousness the world 
around."

THE WHOLE WORLD 
SHOCKED 


IMPORTANT MEETING 


The federated council will hold an 
important meeting at 831 San Pedro 
Street, Thursday, March 20th at 3 o'clock. 
As matters of vital importance to the 
Negroes are to be settled all colored men 
and women, are urgently requested to 
be present and take part in the meeting. 
Rev. E. W: Kenchin, chairman, Mrs. 
G. M. Warner, Secretary. 


The lynching, which took place 
at Houston, Miss., on Feb. 11, 
shocked the civilized world. A 
white person was robbed and mur¬ 
dered; a Negro man and woman 
was arrested on suspicion as per¬ 
petrators. They were promptly 
hanged after which they were 
found to be innocent. Another 
Negro, said to have in his posses¬ 
sion incriminating evidence point¬ 
ing to his guilt, was chained to 


a stake in the court house yard 
in the presence of the white women 
and children of the town, his body 
was covered with boiling tar and 
a lighted torch applied. That 
shocking outrage has been con¬ 
demned nowhere in this country. 
Of course, the American people, 
accustomed to such outrages, could 
not be shocked. They were too 
busy, as a world power, protecting 
life and property in Mexico. 

There is an end to all things 
and this country will either have 
to put an end to lynching and its 
progenitor, color prejudice, or the 
twain will put an end to it. Color 
prejudice is the bottom of this 
whole brutal business. This 
country will either have to protect 
its citizens or surrender its place 
as a civilized nation. 

The American people are fool¬ 
ing nobody but themselves. 

Negro Citizens Not Considered. 

The consideration given the 
Negroe’s petition for the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. C. C. Flint to the 
place in the City Council made 
vacant by the death of Judge Lusk 
is strictly in keeping with the 
treatment that they,, the Negroes, 
have always received at the hands 
of the Good Government adminis¬ 
tration. The Negro voters were 
not deceived; they expect nothing 
from these reformers. If Flint 
had received say, one or two 
votes it would have been some 
consideration for the support 
given these councilmen when 
Socialism threatened to engulf 
them. But to give the Negro a 
man’s consideration is not in them. 
That Good Government bunch 
won’t vote for a Negro. And the 
Negro will be safe in voting against 
everything they stand for. 

In the last municipal campaign 
the Negro voters gave these Good 
Government reformers some 10,000 
to 15,000 votes from whom a Negro 
candidate for office could not get one 
vote. In the same campaign the 
Socialists nominated a Negro for 
the city council and gave him 40,000 
votes. Think this over Mr. Colored 
voter.

It is agreed that Ne¬ 
groes should be educated, but no 
compulsory school laws will be 
passed because they will compel 
Negro children to attend school.—
